They stopped over winter In 
a bend of the Missouri. Pioneer traders 
were attracted to the spot, and it was 
wailed “L'Eau Qui Cotrt.” When the 
County of Knox was carved out, “L Eau 
Qui Court” was made the county seat and 
called Niobrara,’ after the Niobrara In- 
dians, whose historic home was here. - That 
day there were no towns nearer. than 
Omaha. Smalier towns sprang up in the 
county, but the activity of the Indians 
insured the supremacy of Niobrara, for 
troops were stationed there. Then the Fre- 
mont, Elkhorn & Missourl Valilery Rail- 
road was built into the county and the 
towns of Creighton ad Verd gris were born. 
Then the Chicago, St. Paul, Minneapulis 
. Omaha followed and Wausa 
Bloomfield appeared on the map. Some 2)

COMES OF PURITAN STOCK. 

The postmaster-general ‘ comes from old 
Puritan stock and his ancestors date back 
to the early colonial days. He was born 
in the town wf. Ashfield, Franklin County, 
Mass., on Nov. 23, 1843, and is therefore 58 
years old. Prior to the manufacturing ad- 
vent of his home -locality, it was peopled 
by typical New England farming communl- 
ties, descendants of the Puritan stock, who 
retained the austere. morals of their fore- 
fathers, but with continually developing 
tendencies toward greater religious free- 
dom. They were anti-slavery men from 
instinct and education long before the or- 
igin of the abolitionist movement, and with 
the growth of the manufacturing interests 
of the locality became strong protective tar- 
iff people. lt was under these surroundings 
that the boy was reared, and he stiil main- 
tains many of h.s New England characieris- 
tics. 

Iiis boyhood was spent In the village of 
Sheiburne Falls, where he received a com- 
mon échool education and later an aca- 
demic education. Old residents of the vil- 
lage still remember young Payne as an 
unusualiy bright chap, with a bushy head 
of hair, qu:.ck and alert, and rather und2r- 
sized. He was studious and a worker, and 
at the age of 15 began to look about for a 
position to help pay for his livelihood. It 
was then that he entered Uncle Sam's pos- 
tal service. He told the village postmas- 
ter that for $1 a week he would be at the 
postoffice early every morning, would sweep 
and dust the place, and do such errands ‘as 
he had time for outside of his school hours. 
After being errand. boy for about a year 
he left school and became clerk in

dry goods store of John Sherwin in Shel- 
burne Falls. 

ENTRY INTO POLITICS. 

Payne came to Milwaukee: in 1863, and 
in 1872 came to the front as organizer of 
the young Republican voters into the Young 
M Republican League for Grant. 
that time on he rose rapidly in 
politics. In 1876 President Grant, recogniz- 
ing the work he had done for him, .ap- 
pointed him postmaster at Milwaukee. 

Presidents Hayes and Arthur rcappoited 
him. As postmaster, Payne had plenty of 
time to devote to’ politics, both state ana 
local, and he made good use of it. He be- 
came a member of the state central ‘com- 
mittee and later its secretary and 
its chairman. His rise was rapid. 
was clever and astute and much of 
credit of the party in those days belong 
to him. He was a fine organizer and his 
counse! was sought by all candidates.

Josef Hofmann, who is making a tour through this country, 
and whose lessons to Post-Dispatch readers on the art of p.ano 
pluying appeared in /ast week's issues, explains why Poland 
has produced so many gifted musicians. 

Herr Hofmann, though but a youth, is himself an extraordinary 
example of Polish musica) genius. When he was but a small bwy, 
not so many years ago, he was helc up as 6 model for the young 
pianist everywhere He played with wonderful control and ex- 
pression before his feet could reach the pedals of the instrument 

It t9 grief for the wrones of his nation, says Hofmann, that 
has created In the .fPole a musica! refinement and sympathy which 
have captivated the world. He says: 

“The country, divided into three parts and under the dominion 
of three separate, strong governments, can scarcely ever hope to 
regain its national life. The injustice and utter hopelessncss of 
the situation finds passionate protest in music, art and literature. 
Nearly all the music by Polish composers is sad, you know. 
Through it al) there runs a plaintive note of opposition to the 
oppression which the people have known for @ century.”

Webraska State University srobably 
the Lowest, With S200 Set as 
a Fair Fig 

YORK, Jan. 4.—Basing their estim- 
ates on figures furnished by the students 
themselves, the authorities of Columbia 
University have published ay new table of 
the annual cost of college to the uri- 
dergraduates. Each year it is the practice 
vf the various institutions to compile 
ummary of expenses, including minimum, 
average and maximum amounts, and a 
comparison of the results are interesting. 

Perhaps. the first point that 
able is a table of costs at the representative 
universities is the fact that life at the 
western colleges is far less expensive than 
at the eastern institutions. Again, 
rule, the average expenditures are far less 
at the’ smaller colleges than at those at- 
tended by a large number of students.

One Controls Obio Senate, 
the Other the House, 


M'KINNON EASILY -NOMINATED 


HIS OPPONENT EULOGIZED WIN- 
NER AND SENATOR HiANNA. 


The Fight Will Affect Both Senators 
Both in Home Politics and With 
National Administration. 


COLUMBUS, O., Jan. 4.—In the Repub- 
lican caucuses this evening for the organi- 
zation of the general assembly the Hanna 
men secured control of the House and the 
Foraker men of the Senate. Some of the 
nominations for officials of the Senate were 
made without opposition, but there was “a 
fight to a finish,’ for those of the Hou#e, 
especially for the speakership. There was 
no compromise in either case. In the Scn- 
ate the senators make up the standing com- 
mittees themselves. In the House the 
Speaker appoints all the committees and 
the contest was primarily for the speaker- 
ship, with everything else as secondary. 

The Republican Senate caucus was short 
and featureless, but the House caucus was 
animated and lasted several hours. Rep- 
resentative Cole, in presenting the name of 
W. 8S. McKinnon of Ahstabula for speaker; 
denied that Mr. McKinnon’s election coulda 
be construed as a humiliation of Senator 
Foraker, whose re-election they all de- 
sired. 

Representative Guerin, in  présenting 
the pame of Aaron E. Price of Athens for 
speaker, repeated the statement that Price 
had been indorsed originally by both scn- 
ators and other Republican leaders. He 
denounced the “outside influences” and 
their threats to make ‘“‘one termers’’ out 
of certain members. 

McKinnon was nominated over Price on 
the first ballot by a vote of 38 to 30. After 
McKinnon’s address of acceptance Price 
was called out and made the sensational 
speech of the day by nominating and de- 
claring himself for anna for re-election 
to the Senate two years hence. Price said 
that he found it edsier to get pledges than 
votes, and eulogized Hanna and McKinnon, 
to whom he credited his defeat, as men of 
the highest character. 

A Comings of Oberlin, one of the 
Hanna leaders, was nominated without op- 
position for speaker pro tem. 

Burgess L. McElroy was nominated for 
re-election, as chief clerk of the House, 
over H. V. Speelman on the first ballot by 
a vote of 43 to 2%. The Foraker repre- 
sentatives made their last hard staind for 
Speelman. The other nominations were 
made without much opposition. 

In the Republican Senate caucus most of 
the time was devoted to the selection of 
a committee to apportion the standing com- 
mittees. F. B. Archer, the Foraker candi- 
date, was nominated for president pro tem. 
without opposition. F. E. Scobey was nom- 
inated for chief clerk over W. B. Uhl, 
whose nomination S@€nator Hanna had 
strenuously urged, by a vote of 14 tp 7. 

While the Hanna men swept ths board 
in the House, the Senate nominations in- 
clude o1rify one pronounced Hanna man— 
Richard Lynch, for enrolling clerk. 

The result of the Republican nominations 
made tonight affects more than the legis- 
lature, which converes next Monday. The 
prestige of the Ohio senators with the na- 
tional administration and in future na- 
tional and state campaigns, the reappor- 
tionment of the congressional districts so 
as to affect those who are now in Congress, 
and also those wanting to go to Congress, 
the next gubernatorial and other nomina- 
tions for state offices, as well as the re- 
election of Senator Hanna two years hence, 
have been openly and freely discussed as 
the contest has waged the past week.

COMPANY IS BEING FORMED 


ARTICLES OF INCORPORATION 
FILED IN WASHINGTON. 


Among the Incorporators Are Secretary 
Hay and the Company Will Be 
Known as the ‘“Car- 
negie Institution.”’ 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 4.—Secretary Hay 
and a number of gentlemen interested in 
the Carnegie project of a national univer- 
sity met at the state department today 
and formed an incorporation known as the 
“Carnegie Institution.”” It is understood 
that Mr. Carnegie has removed the ob- 


his, $10,000,000 donation to the cause of 
education, and today’s action was the first 
step toward giving legal form and sub- 
stance to the proposition. Beside Secretary 
Hay, the incorporators, all of whom were 
present at today’s meeting, are Edwin D. 
White, justice of the Supreme Court; D. C. 
Gillman, late president of Johns Hopkins 
university; Chas. D. Walcott, superintend- 
ent of the geological survey; John 8. Pil- 
lings, ex-surgeon-general of the navy, and 
Carroll D. Wright, commissioner of labor. 

Marcus Baker of the coast ‘survey, also 
was present, not as an incorporator, but 
charged with the preparation of the articies 
of incorporation. 

The meeting consumed about an hour. 
There was an indisposition on the part of 
| those present to enter into details of the 
project based on a desire to allow. Mr. 
Carnegie himself to make the public an- 
nouncement. 


CARNEGIE INSTITUTION. 

The articles of incorporation of the Car- 
regie Institution were filed with the re- 
corder of deeds in this city today. The in- 
corporators are Secretary of State John 
Hay, Edward D. White, Dr. John 8. Bill- 
ings, Daniel C. Gillman, Dr. Charles D. 
Walcott of the geological survey and Car- 
roll D. Wright, commissioner of labor. 

The articles fix the name and title of 
the institution as the ‘“‘Carnegie Institu- 
tion”’ and show that it is organized ‘‘for a 
perpetual term.’’ Its objects are the pro- 
motion of study and research, the powcr 
to acquire, hold and convey real estate and 
other property, as to establish general and 
special funds; to assist investigations in 
science, literature or art, to co-operate with 
governmerts, universities, colleges, techmni- 
cal schools, learned societies and individ- 
uals; to appoint committees of experts to 
direct special lines of research, publish and 
distribute documents, conduct lectures und 
hold meetings, acquire and maintain a l- 
brary and in genéral to do and perform all 
things necessary to promote the objects of 
said institution.’’ 


SCIENCE, LITERATURE, ART. 

The preamble of the articles of incorpora- 
tion sets forth as follows: 

“We, the undersigned persons of full age 
and citizens of the United States and a 
majority of whom are citizens of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, being desirous to estab- 
lish and maintain in the city of Washing- 
ton, in the spirit of Washington, an insti- 
tute for promoting original reasearch in 
science, literature and art, do hereby as- 
sociate ourselves as a body corporate, for 
said purpose under an,act to establiig@h a4 
code of law for the District of Columbia, 
approved March $1, 1901, sections 599 to 604 


inclusive.”’ 

In pursuance of that act, the provisions 
and purposes already mentioned are certi- 
fied briefly in four articles. - 

The meeting today, at which the incor- 
poration crystallized, was the result of a 
number of informal conferences that have 
been held by the Iincorporators, who were 
selected personally by Mr. Carnegie. 

The definite form in which the gift of Mr. 
Carnegie will be made is not known, al- 
though accordin to those interested in 
the. project it will be In a shape generally 
satisfactory. 

It is expected that it will be in the form 
of gilt edged securities, but not of govern- 
ment issue, in view of the greater income 
aid by the outside securities. The fur- 
her development of the project now awaits 
t outline from Mr. Carnegie as to his 
deas and purposes. The next step will 
be the organization of a board of trustees. 
This doubtless will include the present in- 
corporators and other representative men 
from all parts of the country. This will 
be in line with the policy pursued in or- 
ganizing the board for the Carnegie insti- 
tution in Scotland. 


WAITING NEXT STEP. 
Commissioner of Labor Carroll D. 
Wright, one of the incorporators of the 
Carnegie Institute, said tonight: ‘The in- 
corporators are completely In the dark as 
to Mr. Carnegie’s plans, and consequent- 
ly we can say nothing about what the plan 
or scope of the institute will be. Mr. Car- 
regie wanted something definite upon 


which to work, and requested that articles 
of incorporation be filed, In pursuance with 
this request the articles were drawn up 
and signed and presented to the recorder 
of deeds today.

CHARLES H. HOLCOMB EXPIRED 
AT THE CITY HOSPITAL. 


PHYSICIANS EXPECTED THE END 


Man Who Killed Girl He Loved and 
Shot Himself Passed Away With- 
out a Word of Regret. 


Charles H. Holcomb, who killed his sweet- 
heart, Pearl Sutton, with a hatchet and re- 
volver in his room at the Gould Hotel 
Monday night and then put a bullet in his 
own brain, died at 10:45 o'clock last night 
at the City Hospital. 

In a letter to Chief of Police Kieley 
which three days after the tragedy was 
found in the wounded man’s trunk, Hol- 
comb stated that poor health and certain 
news from home which he did not care 
to reveal had prompted him to end: his 
life. He said the girl wished to die witb 
him and, lacking the courage to commit 
suicide; had asked him to kill her. 

The double tragedy, he said, was due to 
this request. 

In his letter Holcomb coolly outlined the 
plans. of the murder and suicide which he 
intended to carry out. 

The man expired wifhout any expression 
of regret for his terrible deed.

HE WILL NOT DOW 


LAWSUIT OVER THE LATE PRESI- 
DENT HAYES’ DOG. 


IT IS PART..OF THE ESTATE. 


Sefore the Dog’s Death He Caused a 
Runaway and Injury to a Woman, 
Hence a Damage Suit.

TOLEDO, O., Jan. 4.—The late President 
Hayes’ dog, “Poor Deak,”’ will not down. 
He is dead, ft is true, but one of the most 
stubbornly contested lawsuits in the his- 
tory of the state caused by him, a suit in- 
volving thousands of dollars, and which 
has already been fought once to the su- 
preme court, is well on its way to that 
bourne again. The judgment at present 
against the Hayes estate on account of the 
vagaries of ‘‘Poor Deak’’ is for $5400, but 
the verdict will be contested. Three times 
the amount of the verdict would not meas- 
ure the costs of the case thus far. 

‘“‘Deak”’ has been dead these nine years. 

‘‘Deak’s” career commenced as a puppy 
at Spiegel Grove, the Fremont home of 
President Hayes. He accompanied his 
master to Washington and, as the close 
companion of his master, was a familiar 
figure at the capitol. He survived his mas- 
ter and was bequeathed by name as part 
of the Hayes estate. 

In 1898 Mrs. Addie A Smith was driv- 
ng in Fremont. Th dog. it is claimed, 
frightened her horses. n the runaway 
which followed Mrs. Smith was seriously 
injured. She brought suit against the 
Hayes family and secured a. verdict of 
$7500. An appeal was taken and egy «= 
Parker affirmed the findings, but cut. the 
judgment to $5000. Appeal was promptly 
taken to the Supreme Court, where the 
finding of the lower courts were reversed.

East St. Louls carpenters notified the con- 
tractors yesterday that they should demand 
an increase in wages of 3% cents an hour 


after May 1. 
For the past year they have been receiv- 


ing 39% cents an hour. 

The notice followed the organization of 
a district council of the East 8t. Louis 
unions Friday night at Carpenter's Hall. 

The two unions in the council are No. 169 
and No. 903, the latter having its head- 


quarters in Wirstanley, a suburb. 

The first mentioned has 10 delegates in 
the council and the second 5. 

Immediately after the election of the dele- 
gates Friday night they met, elected of- 
ficers and decided to give notice of a de- 
mand for an increase. 

The contractors declined to state whac 
action they would take in the matter, say- 
ing that it would have to be considered by 
the Builders’ Exchange. 

The wages paid the carpenters at present 
were areeers as a compromise to end the 
strike which brought building to standsti)l) 
in East St. Louis last spring. 

The agreement when it was decided upon 
then Was that it should remain in force 
until May 1, 1902. 

In behalf of their demand for an increase 
the carpenters say that carpenters in 8t. 
Louis receive 45 cents an hour, whereas if 
their demand is granted they will get only 
42% cents an hour. 

Furthermore they say that the demand 
for carpenters in East St. Louis at present 
is soaeey in excess of the suppiv. New 
packing houses rfear the stock yards and 
the. removal of St. Louis plants to the 
east side has created a great amount of 
bullding. 

Houses are being built in all parts*of the 
city for workmen who ‘1fe connected witn 
these plants and want tO mlive nedr thir 
work.

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ROOSEVELT MAY BE 
N RAILROAD FIGHT 


PRESIDENT BELIEVED TO BE BE- 
HIND PENDING INQUIRY. 


IS AGAINST A MONOPOLY 


Vifter Says Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission Will Investigate North- 
, ern Securities Company. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. e 
CHICAGO, Jan. 4—High railroad offi- 
cials here believe President Roosevelt is 
behind the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion in the investigation of the Northern 
Pacific-Great Northern combination. 

The President is said to ‘view with 
alarm” the position taken by the gover- 
nors of the northwestern states regarding 
railroad combinations. He is immensely 

pular in that part of the country, and 
ft is believed he tears a loss of that popu- 
larity if the government officials charged 
with the supervision of the countrys rali- 
rcad interests fall to lend aid to the west- 
ern people in their efforts to prevent these 
railroads of that pert, of the country from 
becoming one monopoly. 

“Martin Knapp. chairman of the interstate 
commerce commission, sent this telegram 
here today in answer to a@ request for in- 
to! mation: 

‘The investigation to be taken up by the 
commission at Chicago on Wednesday is 
for the purpose of ascertaining whether 
certain railway combinations are uniawful 
under the act to reguiate interstate com- 
meree or ve the effect of violating any 
f it rovisions.”’ 

" Foruee Gov. Joseph W. Fifer, the Ililinols 
member of the commission says: ““‘We wiil 
inquire into the Northern Securities Co. and 
its relations to the roads in the alleged 
combine." 

The president of one of the leading west- 
ern railway systems said that in his opin- 
ion the commission's object is not to play 
into the hands of the western governors 
now arrayed against the railroad consolida- 
tion, but to secure absolute evidence that 
no attention is paid by the rallroads or 
the shippers to the provisions of the law, 
and thus convince Congress that, with the 
consolidations and combinations iately 
forried, great danger confronts the public 
uniess the interstate commerce law is so 
changed as to give the commission the pow- 
er to fix maximum rates and enforce its 
decrees as recommended in its annual 


report.

Jim Wilcox knew all about everything of 
this kind that was said, but he has never 
lost his nerve for a minute. He sald to his 
mother when she begged him to tell all 
that he knew: 

‘They can torture me and I'll suffer and 
die and my soul will rot in hell before i'l 
say what I don't know. I've told all that 
I know, and I'!l not tell what I don’t know, 
no matter what they do to me." 

To the writer Jim Wilcox sald a few 
days after the disappearance of Nell: 
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the Fourcault Fanflly.

J. Fourcault of 27728 Rutger street, killed 
by a train in the yards near Union Sta-

Owner, Who Later Changed Her 
Mind and Sold Them. *#

NEW YORK, Jan. 4.—A peculiar provision 
of the customs has been brought to light 
through the seizure Friday night of $25,000 
worth of jewels, the property of Mr. and 
Mrs. Constant LeJune, by Special Treas- 
ury Agent William H. Theobald. 

It is claimed by the LeJunes and by 
their counsel, Frederic R. Coudert, Jr., that 
inasmuch as the geme weer brought here 
originally without any intention of selling 
them, but to be worn as personal adorn- 
ment by Mrs. LeJune, they are exerapt 
from duty even though their owner elccts 
to sell them at a date subsequent to their 
arrival in this country. 

This contention, strangely enough, is aiso 
made by Col. Phelps of the law 4 tment 
of the custom house, who advi the Le- 
Junees some time ago that, having brought 
the jewels here in good faith, intending to 
keep them, they were at liberty to sell 
them at any time afterward under the law, 
and avoid the pey ment of duty 

Armed with this authority the Le Junes 
not only proceeded to sel eli about $20,000 
worth of gems, but sold as well a quanti- 
ty of valuable antique furniture which they 
Zociared when they arrived was for their 
own use. It was about this stage that 
Theobald heard of the sales of the fewel- 
ry and made the seizure of $25,000 worth 
which had not been sold. 

In acting as he did Theobald claims he 
is in possession of evidence to prove that 
when the Le Junes arrived here it was 
their Intention to sell the jewelry after 
they had been in this country a short time. 
If their contention is right, he says, any 
foreigners could come ere with $50,000 
worth or more of jewelry, stay here long 
enough to give an impression of 00a 
faith, dispose of the gems and reap a ben- 
efit of about $30,000 in duties.

U 5. WANTS ROUND ISLAND 


Blasting Being Done There Dangerous 
to Adjacent Government 
Property. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 4.—Secretary Long 
has asked Congress to appropriate $325,000 
for the purchase of Round island, adjoin- 
ing Iona island, in the Hudson river. This 
request was made in accordance with the 
recommendation submitted by Rear Ad- 


miral Charles O'Neill, chief of ordnance 
Rear Admiral O'Neill is anxious to get the 
island for naval purposes, but the main 
reason is that the blasting which has been 
going on on Round island was dangerous 
to the magazines on Iona fsland. 

In connection with the sale of this Island 
to the government and the fixing of the 
price, it Is interesting to know how a man 
can literally blast himself into a fortune 
and practically compel the government to 
give him his own price for the island, which 
the navy department officials do not believe 
is worth more than one-tenth of the sum 
of $235,000, which is to be paid for it. The 
island is owned by D. E. Donivan of High- 
land Falls, N. Y., and his shrewd way of 
taking advantage of the situation when the 
magazines were established on Iona island 
commands the admiration of the officiale of 
the navy department, even if they do be- 
lieve they are paying more for Round is- 
land than it is actually worth, 

The navy department several years ago 
purchased Iona island in the Hudson river, 
not far from West Point, and recently com- 
pleted an elaborate and costly naval maga- 
zine. A considerable quantity of heavy 
explosive was placed there, and all went 
well until Mr. Donivan @discovered’ that 
there was an exceptionally fine grade of 
marble on Round Island, which is imme- 
diately adjoining Iona and only 600 feet 
from the naval magazine. 

He immediately began 
stone. Hugh charges of dynamite were 
daily exploded and the deonations began 
to cause uneasiness among the naval offi- 
cers in charge of the magazines. Proposi- 
tions were at once made to Mr. Donivan 
for the acquisition of the property, and 
when asked to name his price he calmly 
proposed $325,000. 

Secretary of the Navy ane considered 
this sum excessive and negotiations were 
dropped. Mr. Donivan, however, was not 
idie, and, aware that he had the navy de- 
partment at his mercy he began blasting 
more vigorously than ever, and if the quar- 
rying went closer and closer to the maga- 
zine it was none of his concern.

Clayton Arrested for Murder. 


By and by Szezepanik arrived in Chicago. 
Clayton (now captain) was serving in that 
military department at the time.

Then came an interval af two months, 
during which time Szgegepanfk was not seen 
by any of his friends, and it was at first 
supposed that he had gone off on a sight- 
seeing tour and would soon be heard from.

It was easily identified as Szeze- 
panik’s. The man had died by violence. 
Clayton was arrested, indicted and brought 
to trial charged with this murder. 

The evidence against him was perfect in 
every detail and atsolutely unassallable. 
Clayton admitted this himself; He said 
that a reasonable man could not examine 
this testimony with a dispassionate mind 
and not be convinced by it; yet the man 
would be in error, nevertheless. Clayton 
swore that he did not commit the murder 
and that he had had noihing to. do with 
it. 

As your readers: will remember, he was 
condemned to death He had numerous 
and powerful friends and they worked hard 
to save him, for none of them doubted the 
truth of his assertion. I did what little 
I could to help, for I had long sinoe be- 
come a close friend of bis, and thought 
that I knew that it was not in his charac. 
ter to inveigle an enemy into a corner and 
assassinate him. During 1899 and 190 he 
wae several times reprieved by the gov- 
ernor; he was reprieved once more in the 
beginning of the present year and ay exe- 
cution postponed to March $31.

UAINT and curious are many of the 
Customs and habits of the people of 
Charleston, who for more than two 
hundred years have maintained unbroken 
the stately ceremonies and charming courte- 
sies brought over from England and France 
by their forefathera ~ 

It seems almost sacrilegious to hold a 
twentieth century exposition in this old- 
world American city, that has for so long a 
period escaped the inventive hand of the 
Yankee and the ruthless trader from the 
West. 

Charleston was founded in 1669 by English 
colonista sent over by the “‘Lord’s Proprie- 
tors." Its charter was written by the cele- 
brated philosopher, John Locke, inspired to 
@ considerable extent by his patron, the 
Zari of Shaftesbury. 

Customs are hallowed by age in Charles- 
ton, and anything that has not survived the 
Lara's Proprietors, or, at the latest, ante- 
Gated the visit of George Washington to 
the ancient church of St. Michael's, is a 
mere experiment. 


An earthquake several years ago jarred 
this picturesque city in a most iconoclastic 
way, but failed to accomplish more than a 
few ruins. 

Enterprising citizens are trying now what 
virtue there may be tn an explosion. Many 
Chariestonians are beginning to show itrri- 
tation over the conservative progress of 
their city, but visitors from the extreme 
‘West and North are so charmed with the 

Pestfulness and old-worldness of the place 
that they are half hoping its antiquated 

} and buildings and historic 


Post printed a column article with head- 
lines announcing ‘“‘A Movement to Change 
the Dinner Hour.” Dinner in Charleston 
is from 2:30 to 5 o’clock. It has been so 
since the beginhing of local history. To 
change it will be another earthquake 
shock—the first of a series that will fol- 
low in the wake of the exposition. Busi- 
ness—except along King street, where are 
nearly all] the retail stores—is practically 
suspended during the dinner heur. 

The leading hotéls have dinner from 1:30 
to 3, and luncheon at 6. This was too much 
for the exposition crusaders, who made 
their first and flercest attack at this point. 
They imagine they will win because the 
hotels have already yielded. It is proba- 
ble their victory is only a temporizing 
movement. 

Charleston is famous for its courtesy to 
its guests. 

There are no boarding houses here. ‘‘In 
order to accommodate the demands of visi- 
tors,” a few of the old homes have been 
opened to reception and entertainment— 
but no one “keeps boarders.’’ One may im- 
agine that he is in a boarding house, . but 
if one should chance to mention it to his 
host or hostess, he will be promptly cor- 
rected. He is being “entertained,” not 
“boarded.”’ 

It may be that he is kindly permitted to 
repose his common bonés on a bed where 
once slept the distinguished representative 
of his majesty, the King of England, or, 
at the least, a colonel on the staff of 
Washington, but he is not a boarder; he is 
a guest and he will have been called upon 
first to establish his reputation by letters 
on indorsement before he will be received 
in these rare old homes, at any price or 
for nothing. 

There are colonial gates tn Charleston 
that are far older than the oldest in Bos- 
ton. Private residences are surrounded 
by heavy walls of masonry, eight to ten 
feet high, and the massive iron gate is 
often 15 feet : - 


The handsomest homes are on the South 
Battery, overlooking the harbor, and) |from 
the upper windows, can be seen the stately 
ships passing to and fro, with Forts 5Sum.- 
ter and Moultrie in the distance. 


There is something distinctively tropical 
in the scenery around Charleston, which 
is accentuated by palms and palmettoes, by 
groups of oleanders, magnolias, cape jas- 
mines, juniper and camphor trees. The one 
pleasure recort in summer is the Isle of 
Palms, across the harbor, seven miles. ‘The 
island is a wilderness of palms and white 
sand, with a stretch of beautiful sea beach 
surpassed nowhere in this country and 
equaied only by the beach at Galveston. 

Here is a pavilion, a hotel where meals 
are not served, and a commodious bath- 
house. The hotels in Charleston are closed 
during the summer months, ani the casual 
or business visitor must run over to the 
Isle of Palms for accommodations with 
which he will be delighted. 


In former times, Charleston suffered 
much from yellow fever, but it Is now a 
healthful city. Its sewage is up-to-date. 
its water comes from artesian wells, its 
streets are comparatively clean, kept so 
partially by great droves of turkey buz- 
zards, who walk unmolested through the 
busy thoroughfares, protected by heavy 
penalty against their destruction. It is a 
strange sight to awaken in the early dawn 
and look out from one’s window upon the 
processions of buzzards, as large as tur- 
kevs, who are serving faithfully as city 
scavengers. They are especially thick 
around the old market place, whence they 
remove waste and offal much quicke? than 
“Col."" Ed Butler’s carts could do it. And 
it is a peculiar fact that there are no 
turkey buzzards visible on Sundays. The 
voracious birds seem to know when Sun- 
day comes and they desert the city in a 
body.

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States is in Charleston. Here the services 
are conducted just as they were 200 years 
ago, and sometimes a French priest comes 
over and makes the reproduction of the 
ancient service complete. 

The oldest church in Charleston is St. 
Michael's which was founded in 1751. Some 
of its pews are still occupied by descend- 
ants of the founders, and the visitor will 
be shown the pew wherein George Wash- 
ington once worshiped, and where, in later 
years, sat Gen. Robert E .Lee. : 

A tremendous amount iof twentleth cen- 
tury business is done. Charleston, and 
there are no busier places than the great 
wharves, where the ships are loaded with 
cotton for foreign ports, and where the 
boats from the tropics unload their burden 
of golden fruits. And in the late gafter- 
noon, as the sun goes down, it is interesting 
to watch the fishermen come in from the 
sea with their great baskets of fish. 


Silently their little smacks gTide tmmte the 
harbor and tile up at the wharves, while 
the wives and children gather about to help 
remove the catch and prepare it for the 
markets in the early morning. 

Everywhere and at all hours one is kept 
busy on the narrow pavements dodging the 
negro huckster women who carry their 
vegetables in big baskets on their heads. 
It is marvelous how they balance their mer- 
chandise and avoid collisions with pedes- 
trians and each other. And the vegetable 
trade is full of profit to the negro. The cul- 
tivation is not stopped by winter, and the 
scanty soll around Charleston is easily and 
cheaply enriched by phosphate fertilizing. 

Another of the ancient institutions of 
Charleston is the chimneysweep, whose 
business is aided by an ordinance requiring 
all chimneys to be swept within a certain 
period on penalty of a fine.

The following will be the route: From Paris to Moscow, 
and thence to Irkutsk, by the transsiberian railway. 


Sledge Journey of 2000 Miles. 


Irkutsk is a fine and modern town, with good hotels, 
shops, theaters, electric light and the most advanced require- 
ments of civilization. At Irkutsk, however, good-by to com- 
fort, for from here a dreary sledge journey of about 2000 
miles must be undertaken to reach Yakutsk, a town of about 
10,000 inhabitants, northeast of Irkutsk, mainly peopled by 
civil and military officials, politica] exiles and skin-clad na- 
tives, or Yakutes, who are, next to the Tchuktchis the lazi- 
est race on earth. 

Yakutsk is said to be in summer the hottest and in winter 
the coldest place in the world. During the former season, 
clouds of mosquitoes attack the traveler and the climate 
resembles’ that of Calcutta. ‘In midwinter the place is in 
semi-darkness and the thermometer frequently falls to 90 
degres below zero. It is therefore justly dreaded as a 
place of exile. 

From Irkutsk to Yakutsk there are rough posthouses at 
intervals of 20 to 40 miles. From Yakutsk northward to 
Nijni-Kolymsk (on the Arctic ocean) the travelers will only 
find rude, uninhabited log shanties, erected by natives for 
the use of travelers, every 100 miles or so. 

The distance from Yakutsk to the dreary settlement of 
Nijni-Kolymsk ts about ‘2500 miles and will take, under fav- 
orable ciréumatances about five weeks to accomplish by 
means of ‘small open sleas drawn by reindeer. 

A steep and.datigerous range of mountains must be crossed 
a little to the north of Yakutsk, and this will be one great 
source of difficulty. For here there are no roads and the 
traveler must trust blindly to the instinctive knowledge of 
his Yakute guides. 


Home’of Political Exiles. 


Nijni-Kolymsk is a miserable village of some 500 souls, of 
whom native Yakutes and Tchuktchis form a large propor- 
tion, and a few Russian officials, traders and political exiles 
form the civilized portion of the community. 

At Ninji-Kolymsk the last ragged vestiges of civilization 
will be left and the De Windt expedition will disappear into 
the unknown and work its way as best it can along the 
bleak. and barren shores of the Arctic ocean to Behring 
Straits, a distance Of about 150 miles. 

Dog sleds driven by the Tehuktchis of this icy desert 
will be the means of locomotion, but the walrus hije huts 
are very few and far between, and this portion of the voyage 
will undoubtedly be the hardest to accomplish. 

It is hoped that Behring Straits may be reached in April. 
An attempt will be made to cross the ice on the straits to 
Cape Prince of Wales in Alaska, but although the straits 
are only 36 miles across, stretches of open water and floating 
ice make transit by eance and dog sieds an extremely ar- 
duous and dangerous undertaking. In the event of an ice 
crossing being found impossible, the United States govern- 
ment has, with characteristic courtesy, instructed the reve- 
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nue ship Bear to search for the explorers next July and 
convey them across the straits. 

Once in Alaska, we will make for Cape Nome and thence 
via Klondiko, Vancouver and Winnipeg to New York, which 
should bejreached at the latest in July, 1902. 


Object of the Expedition. 


The main object of the De Windt expedition is to explore 
the unknown regions between Nijni-Kolymsk and the 
Behring Straits, with a view to the construction of a ralil- 
way which would communicate with the transalaskan line 
now being actively pushed northward from Klondike. 

The construction of a tunnel under Behring Straits would, 
in the opinion of skilled engineers, be not only feasible but 
comparatively inexpensive In view of the enormous mineral 
resources, the Golcondas of gold and copper, that have late- 
ly been discovered in the northeast districts of Siberia, 
through which the line would pass. 

The result, therefore, of the De Windt expedition is of con- 
cern to the civilized world, and no expense or pains have 
been spared by its promoters to render the enterprise a 
complete success. 

The readers of the Sunday Post-Dispatch will be kept ac- 


‘quainted with the progress of the explorers by means of 


letters sent whenever feasible from various points of in- 
terest during this long and hazardous voyage, hitherto un- 
attempted by mortal man. , 


THE FIRST EXPEDITION. 


T was in May, 1896, that Mr. de Windt started out on his 
] first famous venture into Siberia. 

It was with a full realization of the dangers likely to 
be encountered that Mr. de Windt and his companion, George 
Harding, supplied with elaborate equipment and provisions, 
set out across Canada and British Columbla. From Juneau, 
on the Alaskan coast, they went to oFrt Saint Michael, a 
small trading post on the Behring Sea. This journey lasted 
three months and was one of extreme hardship and exposure. 

The way lay across rocky, precipitous mountains, the 
treacherovs Chilkoot Pass and a chain of lakes and rapids 
leading to the Yukon river. This section and the dangerous 
ones beyond Mr. de Windt has described as abounding in 
the most wild and beautiful scenery. Nevertheless the 
journey had countless difficulties and many terrors. Grand 
Canyon Rapid, called “Miners’ Grave,” because 82 lives were 
lost there in a single year, had to be passed through, as did 
alsy Circle City, a settlement in Central Alaska, remarkable 
for intolerable cold in its winter of eight months, when the 
mercury drops to 70 degrees below zero, and for its swarms 
of mosquitoes tn summer. 

This plague of mosquitoes Mr. de Windt regards as one of 
the worst trials of the entire trip. « 

At Fort Saint Michael the explorer learned that the jour- 
ney on ice from America to Asia had never been attempted 
before. He determined, nevertheless, to crosa by boat, and 
the United States revenue cutter Bear was placed at his 
disposal. 

Earth’s Most Desolate Spot. "7 

Half a = between Alaska and Siberia the travelers 


stopped at an {sland that is supposed .to be the most des- 
olute spot.on earth. Mr. de Windt haa thus described it; 

‘‘King’s Island ts a mass of rock about a mile long, rising 
from the sea with the perpendicular sideg nearly £00 feet 
high. On approaching it one notices what appear to be a 
number of swallows’ nests stuck like limpets to the sheer 
face of the cliff. These are the summer huts, of the King’s 
islanders—walrus hide dwellings, lashed to the’side of the. 
cliff. The frequent and terrible tempests that sweep over 
this barren rock would make short work of any: habitation 
on its summit. These natives subsist entirely on the walrus 
they catch, for there is not a blade of grass or spoonful 
of soil on the island.” 

Having crossed the straits pam Mr. de Windt and 
his companion finally landed at Cape Tchaplin, on the Si- 
berian Behring Sea coast. It was his intention to go west- 
ward in dog sleighs as soon as the moss-covered ground was 
fit for travel.. Meanwhile he believed that he would be 
treated hospitably by Koari, chief of the native Tchuktchis, 
to whom the commander of the Bear had intrusted him 
with dire threats of punishment in case the white men 
should not be treated properly. 


Fierce and Warlike Tribe. 


“The Siberian shores of Behring Straits,” says Mr. de 
Windt, ‘are peopled by a flerce, warlike tribe known as the 
Tchuktchis, who number about 6000, and who, never haying 
been thoroughly conquered by the Russians, refuse to pay 
taxes of any kind. The Tchukchis are noted throughout 
Siberia as being the filthiest race in creation.’ 

Koari proved a faithless host. No sooner had the Amer- 
fean boat departed thai the native chieftain stole the 
white men’s supplies and forced them to live fer two months 
on the native food, which consists chiefly of seal and wal- 
tus. There is no fuel here, no vegetation, no proper food, 
no imaginable cheer of any description. 

There were other discomforts at Oumwaidjik in addition 
to the insufficient food. One was the contraction by Mr. 


‘de Windt of a painful skin disease prevalent among the 


natives, from which he thinks he would in time have died. 


Natives in Drunken Orgies. 


The natives had also rather dangerous customs. About 
once a week the men indulged tn drunken orgies. at «h ch 
times rifles were discharged indiscriminately in all directions, 
even into the huts. The most repellant of their customs was 
that of. putting to death with their free consent the’ agea* 
and uscless members of the community by strangulation 
with a wooden thong. 

After two months’ endurance of this life the travelers 
were rescued by the American whaler Belvedere from New 
Bedford, Mass. The captain stood off in a severe hurricane, 
rescued the two men and later landed them at San Fran- 
cisco. 


Not Daunted by His Illness. 


Mr. de Windt was seriously {ll on returning to Europe 
from the effects of his exposure and ill-treatment at the 
hands of the Siberian savages, yet he began almost as soort 
as he recovered to make plans for the new expedition, whose 


outcome will be awaited with onenet wabaiin k the whole 
world. 

Few men are so optimistic as to ths tuted a0 nen 
as js Mr. de Windt. “A rail route from Paris to New York 
is only a question of time and money,” he éaid recentiy, 


and he kopes during his own lifetime not only to discover 
& feasible route for such a road, which is the object on which 


he is now engaged, but to see the road and take 
a journey on it. 

Serious attempts havo been made to dissuade Mr. de Windt 
from his perilous. expedition because of, his personal popu- 
larity. His many friends are most apprehensive as to the 
outcome of the. trip. 

Mr. de Windt is known as a journalist as well as an ox 
plorer, and is one of the best-liked men in Lendom society. 
He once rode from. Paris to Pekin, which brought him inte 
prominence for a time, and he is also distinguished by pro- 
nounced artistic and nrusical tastes. |

HROUIGH the courtesy of Rev. Dr. Thomas Shelby Love of 8623 Cook ave- 

nue, a retired clerygyman of the Cumberland Presbyterian Church, the Sun- 

day Post-Dispatch jis enabled today to publish, for the first time, an ac- 

count of the battle of New Orleans, together with a narrative of the experiences 

of the soldiers before and after the battle, written by a private soldier who fought 
in the ranks. : 

This soldier, then a boy, was Rev. William Calhoun Love, who died at his home 
in Fredonia, Ky., in 1872. He was a cousin of John C. Calhoun and a relative of 
Davy Crockett. 

When he was 16 years old he ran away from his home in Caldwell County, Ky., 
and engaged as a substitute for a man who had been drafted into the army, during 
the war of 1812. This was late in 1814, and the boy became one of the noted “Ken- 
tucky Riflemen,” wlio aided Gen. Andrew Jackson in whipping the British at New 
Orleans a little later. 3 

» Just before the civil war began, this veteran of the war of 1812, who had be- 
come a clergyman pf the Cumberland Presbyterian Church, wrote his autobiog- 
taphy, for the use of his descendants. 

It is from the original manuscript of this autobiography, never published, that 
Dr. Love of St. Louis, a son of the soldier, permits the Post-Dispatch to copy the 


interesting narrative. 
As a matter ofthistory, giving details and incidents which have been overloked 


by the regular historians, the narrative is of value. 
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EXT Wednesday will be the 87th an- 


niversary of the battle of New 
Orleans. 

Just now, when all matters of history re- 

lating to the Louisiana Purchase are of 
growing interest, the anniversary of this 
famous conflict is worthy of more than a 
passing comment. 
It was the first great battle in the ter- 
ritory of the Louisiana Purchase. It was 
perhaps the only great battle in all his- 
tory which was fought when no war was 
in progress. 

The battle of New Orleans was fought 
Jan. 8 1815, 15 days after the treaty of 
Ghent, by which Great Britain and the 
United States ended the confilct known as 
the War of 1212. 

Had Marconi's wireless telegraph been in 
Use, or even the ordinary telegraph cable, 
the battle would not have been fought 
and thousands of British soldiers would 
not have lost their lives. 

Even if the present fast steamships had 
been crossing the ocean, the hattle would 
not have been fought; but in those days 
@ vessel required a month or more to cross 
the sea, and it was only by means of ships 
‘that the news of peace could be brought 
té America 

As a consequence, the commanders on 
both sides of the conflict, Gen. Andrew 
Jackson for the American forces and Gen. 


N all my pleading with my mother for per- 
Y 


Sir Edward Pakenham for the British army, 


believing that war was still in progress, 
tmced their commands in a position to 
c hat New Orleans, the Briton on the 
aggressive, the American on the defensive. 

The Americans built breastworks of cot- 
«ten bales, and the British assaulted this 
stronghold with great vigor and gallantry. 
Thrice they charged the breastworks and 
thrice they were repulsed, with heavy 
losses. Ys 

The British loss is estimated at between 
2000 and 3000 killed, wounded and taken 
prisoners. 
' The American loss in killed was only 
seven men, and the same number were 
* wounded. ; 

‘In this battle the “Kentucky Rifiemen” 
played a conspicuous part. Most of these 
soldiers were raw recruits or untrained mil- 
itia. They knew how to use squirrel rifles, 
but they had not been accustomed to 
shooting at men—at any rate, men in large 
bodies. | 

On the other hand, the British soldiers 
who assailed them were seasoned veter- 
ans. Many of them had fought In the Pe- 
ninsular campaigns under the Iron Duke, 
and later in the same year some of the 
survivors participated in the great battle 
of Waterloo. 

These well-trained and hardened soldiers, 
who had gained their experience in con- 
fiicts with Napoleon and other European 
commanders, marched against Old Hick- 
ory'’s Kentucky Riflemen and a few regu- 
lar soldiers, expecting to win an easy vic- 
tory, 

History records their mistake. The story 
published today for the first time, written 
by a@ boy who fought behind the cotton 
breastworks,-.supplements history in giving 
an account of one soldier's feelings and 
experiences under fire and also a narrative 
of the experiences of the recruits in their 
trip down the river to engage the enemy, 
theif camp life in the Loulsiana swamps, 
“and the final breaking up of the vic- 
‘torious army and the home-coming of the 
- soldiers. 

The reader learns tn this narrative by the 

Jate Rev. William Calhoun Love of Ken- 
-tucky, whose son now resides in St. Louis, 
how the Kentucky recruits floated down the 
Ohio and the Mississipp! in fatboats, and 
what they did for amusement on the long 
and tedious voyage. 
Mr. Love wrote hfs narrative nearly fifty 
years after the battle, and with an old 
man’s memory for boyhood eVents he gave 
details of many incidents which met his 
view during the five months ‘campaign in 
which he participated. 

The bey soldicr, in his old age, admits 
‘without reserve that at certain, periods of 
the battle he was badly scared He tells 
Jater, without any boastfulness, how his 
courage came back to him. 


Pin this he may be likened to the hero 
in “The Red Badge of Courage,’ by the 
Mate Stephen Crane—a hero who was fright- 
_@ned at the first fire,- but became a mad- 
mm in courage when the fighting grew 
“Hot. sPhere is this difference, however— 
Mr. Crame’s hero ran away to the rear;

mission to enlist proved fruitless, Finally 
the troops rendexvoused at Smithland, Ky. 

I got mother’s consent to take a trip 
boating; but no sooner was I out of her 
sight than I turned my pet colt, which I 
was riding, down to Smithland. There 
I su odstituted for John Crider, taking his 
place for $100, and the first news my mother 
heard from me was written on a ticket 
sewed in my colt’s mane. The colt was 
turned loose and went back home 

My age at this time was 16 years and 
8 months. 

We had a boisterous tsip down the Ohio 
and Mississippi rivers, some forty or more 
flatboats running against one another. My 
boat was called “The Barn’’—a very large 
old salt boat covered with slabs like a 
house and steered by an oar inside. In a 
wind she went whither she listed. She 
often would jam up other boats, and they 
were all afraid of her. 

We had a merry time. There were three 
regiments, more than 2000 men, in the 
boats—the Thirteenth, Fourteenth and Fif- 
teenth, what was called the Kentucky de- 
tachment of militia, commanded by Gen. 
Thomas. 

I belonged to the Fourteenth regiment, 
commanded by Col. Parker, an old granny. 
Harris was our major, and John C. Dodds 
my captain—a brave and valiant officer. 

We had many mock battles on our way 
down, where we would land at night, in the 
popping of large cane that grew on the 
banks of the river. I recollect one morn- 
ing in particular; we had landed opposite 
to what is now Calro, Ill. 

Many of the soidiers, myself amongst 
them, built fires, and we spread our blank- 
ets and slept in the canebrake. In the 
morning, when the signal was given by the 
trumpet to make ready for the starting, 
we all cut loads of big cane, and at the 
second'trumpet we threw them on the fires 
and,ran to our boats. Just as we loosed 
cable they began to pop, and the soldiers 
began to yell—like the Rebels in the late 
war. 

Many of the boats that were above, came 
opposite the fires just as the cane got into 
a good way of popping. We gained a splen- 
did victory without the loss of one man. 

We landed freauently, and, when I first 
got among the French and heard them 
talk, I thought I had gotten out ef the 
world. We went ashore one night, near a 
rail pen full of corn, and before a guard 
could be detailed a fourth of the corn was 
carried off. I got my share, and had hom- 
iny and parched corn for several days. 

After a tedious trip, on Jan. 4, 1815, we 
landed four miles below the city of New 
Orleans. As we passed the city the cannon 
were booming below, and the smoke was 
grising in black curls until the heavens 
seemed to be darkened. 

So intent was I looking at the smoke and 
listening to the belching of the big guns, 
and supposing that a battle was raging, 
that all I could recollect seeing of the city, 
as we passed, was the shipping, close by 
which we ran. The fact is, I was not con- 
scious that I looked at the city at all. 

We had no sooner landed than our camp 
ground was laid off in a four square, the 
river making one side, our regiment form- 
ing the parallel with the river. Six or 
seven feet of space was allowed for each 
mess, with two feet between. 

Our old boat was soon Knocked to pieces 
and distributed, and carried to our camps. 
By this time it was night. 

Shortly after dark there came a courier 
fromm headquarters, two miles below, cal 
ing for volunteers to drive the British 
from a mud breastworks which they had 
up thé night before New Year's, 


thrown 
which they were annoying our 


army. 

Our officers buckled, on their swords, 
paraded their men by companies and re- 
quested all who would go to step two paces 
in front. A goodly number from my com- 
pany stepped out, myself amongst them. 
There were several, however, who did not. 
These I recollected a long time, but now 
Il have forgotten their names, 

\e marched onto the levee, beside the 
river, and, as there were not volunteers 
enouch for all the captains to get com- 
mands, our captain, Dodds, was cut out, 
on account, as I suppose, of seniority. He 
went back, and many of his men with him, 
but I concluded, as I had started, that I 
would go on and attach myself to Capt. 
Allene McCiain's company... He was a 
lawyer and much of a gentleman. After- 
ward he represented this district In Con- 
gress. ; 

We lay there until midnight, and when 
we drew our arms we were marched down 
two miles to the breastworks (where the 
battie was fought on the 8th), and there 
stood guard until 10 o'clock in the morn- 


ing. | 
The next night we were all ordered down 


to stand guard and, in the morning, I was 
so tired and sleepy and hungry that I did 


sincerely wish to see the British coming. 
This was the only time that I felt like I 


pickets said the British were coming. 

I must confess that right here I was 
scared. The hair on my head seemed to 
stand vp. But this feeling all subsided 
as soon as the battle commenced. 

One of the soldiers in front of me said 
to the ‘guard: 

“I don’t see them.” 

The guard replied: 

“Look low down!”’ 

I bowed to a level with the breastworks 
and looked under the fog that waa rising, 
an just as I beheld them (their white pants, 
red coats and black gaiters), Mke a cloud 
arising, they blew the charge. 

They had a speaking trumpet made of 
tin that wound around like a ram’s horn, 
and perhaps if straightened would maaégure 
ten feet. With this they could give any 
signal—go forward, stand still or retreat. 

They blew and it seemed to me that no 
man could speak more plainly: 

“Charge! Charge! Charge!” 

I heard it very distinctly, three times, 
when the sound was drowned by the awful- 
est yells that ever I heard or ever want to 
hear again. 

Imagine to yourself 10,000 men, at the top 
of their voices, all at one time, shouting 
and yelling—and there they come.—while 
everything was still on our lines, not a 
whisper, only the word of command from 
the right: 

“Don't shoot! Pass it on.” 

This and its counter word, “Cease firing,” 
were the only words of command given. 

But, hark! Listen to the big-mouthed 
cannon from both sides opening. The enemy 
had charged in two divisions, and had left 
an open space in the center, where their 
reserves were drawn up and where their 
commander-in-chief, Pakenham, was, and 
where they had placed their artillery to 
play upon our center, supposing that all 
our reinforcements were at the center. 

Deluded commander! If he had been told 
that all our men who could get arms were 
at the breastworks, and but four deep, and 
raw troops at that, what would have been 
his expectation! - 

Well, the battle commenced now in fury 
and in earnest. The small arms commenc- 
ed, notwithstanding the command “Don’t 
fire,’ and in a few minutes the breastworks 
were, or seemed to be, in a flame of fire as 
far as the eye could see. 

My bayonet was loose on the muzzle of 
my gun, and about the third shot it jumped 
off. I was anxious to recover it, for I look- 
ed every minute for the enemy to be on 
the top of our breastworks. I stepped in 
between the soldiers in my front and looked 


and felt for it. I remember looking to 
my right and left, and the top of the 
breastworks seemed to be a sheet of fire. 

I failed, however, in recovering my bay- 
onet until the battle was .over; but by 
this time all the front rank of the enemy, 
those who had been detailed to carry the 
scaling ladders and facines (bunches of 
sugar cane) to fill up the ditch, had been cut 
down. They staggered and fell back a 
short distance, but soon reillied again and 
halted within 60 yards of us, where they 
stood and fired, only advancing nearer as 
they would bring up line after line in front 
of those who had fired; and so exact were 
their movements that one could see none 
of the fallen until they retreated, finally, 
which they did In less than an hour from 
the time they blew the charge. 

After they retreated, it seemed to me 
that half of them were lying upon the 
ground, In some places the fallen «lay 
thick. After.our firing had ceased—and 
it did not cease until the retreating enemy 
was far beyond musket shot—many of them 
got up and came in unhurt, as deserters. 

Some got up and commenced turning the 
dead and wounded about, and plundering, 
then ran off. There were two in front of 
where I was, who were plundering and 
turning the dead about. We supposed they 
were looking for friends. We hallooed to 
them to come in. They would raise their 
. heads and look at us and plunder on. 

At last they raised up and started off 
on a run. I suppose there were guns 
fired at them. At the crack of the’ guns 
they pitched over on their faces. 

After things quieted a little, several of 
us ran over into the battleground and got 
guns, while the dirt and clover were fiy- 
ing all from many of the enemy back in 
the ditches, shooting at us with their little 


“One of the guns I pulled from under a fallen Briton, who exclaimed in [ 


Master Mason many years after,” 


pulled from under a fallen Briton, and he 
exclaimed in language which’I never under- 
stood until I was made a master Mason 
many years-after. 

I had no sooner gotten back to our lines 
than the battle commenced across the 
river. I stood and listened wntil the firing 
ceased, and a few minutes thereafter came 
an order.from Old Hickory (Jackson) for 
thé -Kentucky troops to reinforce, for our 
men had given way. 

I gave one of my captured guns to Jake 
Bird, who had burst his gun close by me 
during the battle. The other I kept. 

I had set down the musket I drew for 
the engagement, when I crossed into the 
battleground, and some villain stole her, 
and I never saw her, to know her, any 
more. 

We all started, in double quick, six miles 
up into town to get boats to cross in. 
Most of the way up the shore was crowded 
with the citizens who had come out to the 
bank of the river, some being undressed, 
as they jumped up from bed when the bat- 
tle @ommenced. Many of them had their 
arms full of bread and some had cartridges, 
and they were hallooing. 

“Hurrah for Kentuck! Hurrah for Ken- 
tuck! Good! Never tire!’’ 

I got a couple of loaves of bread; for, 
mind you, we had eaten nothing since din- 
ner yesterday. 
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I gave one of my loaves of bread to my 
captain and kept the other. 

We were ordered to shoot off our guns. 
The British musket* which I had was load- 
ed when I got it, and the pan open; sne 
had ®either flashed or her owner had for- 
gotten to prime. 

I handed her to.a man, who shot her off. 
He put her up to his shoulder. The Brit- 
ish brings his gun only to the hip, and 
levels her. My comrade put her to his 
shoulder and took sight and, when she 
fired, he was nearly whirled around. 

Our company got an old keel boat with 
only two small oars and, knowing the 
switness of the stream, I fully expected 
that we would land below the enemy, who 
were coming up, as I thought—seeing many 
coming up—on the other side of the river. 

We were ordered to load our guns and, 
seeing the chances, as I thought, against 
us, I couldn't eat my bread. I offered it 
to several around me, but they all shook 
their heads. 

I loaded my gun and stood in silence 
till we got over. We then marched down 
the levee, through the rain, and, when the 
rain ceased, we were ordered again to 
shoot off our guns. Mine failed to fire— 
did nothing but flash. 

I borrowed a hatchet from a comrade 
and sat down in the mud to unbreech her, 
and while I was:at this work the order 
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came to march. I picked up the barrel in 
one hand and the stock in the other, and 
on I went, until we called a halt to see 
how many soldiers we could gather up that 
had run. 

1 got some help and, in getting the 
breechpin out, the load fell out. I could 
rot tell for certain, but I havé ever been 
of the opinion that I had loaded her with 
the cartridge wrong end down, which ex- 
plained her failure to go off. 

While waiting for reinforcements to cross 
(as we could not gather 100 that haf been 
in the battle on the west side of the river, 
they having scattered Into the swamps like 
so many wild turkeys), I started out 
amongst the orange groves and came 
across, hidden in a ditch, a considerable 
amount of household plunder. 

I was interested in nothing but a nice 
new tin bucket, with a lid, that would 
hold About three quarts. I needed just 
such a bucket, and hooked it. 

We lay all night in a ditch and, on Mon- 
day morning, we received a new reinforce- 
ment, and formed in three divisfons and 
marched down, determined to retake our 
breastworks, but before the reinforcement 
crossed over, or rather on Sunday evening, 
a large sugar house was discovered by 
some of our boys, about half way between 
us and the enemy.

All got what they could eat and their 
peckets full. Besides, I filled my little tin 
bucket and carried it back to our camps on 
the east side of the river. 

One division marched down on the river, 
one in the center and one in the edge, of 
the swamp. I was in the center division. 
All was as silent as death—not a word 
spoken except by an officer, and that was: 
“Keep dressed!” 

The soldiers all looked, and no doubt 
felt, as solemn as death. I know that I 
did. The most of us supposed that we 
might want our handkerchiefs for band- 
ages, and we poured out our sugar on the 
ground. You could see piles of it as we 
marched along. 

Down the river some distance there was 


a mill run dug out from the river to the 


swamp and the dirt thrown out on one side 
some four feet high. This obscured our 
sight below. . 

I expected as soon as we crossed to hear 
the enemy's cannon open upon us, but to 
our great joy we there met our scouts, who 
informed us that the Britieh had fled and 
recrossed the river.

1 labored there, enduring hard- 
ships, but rapidly gaining ground. Later, 
we went to a hall at 146 Tower Grove ave- 
nue, wherq there is still a congregation of 
100 membehs, of which I am pastor, and a 
Sunday-school of 250 members. In addition 
to this congregation, about a yéar ago ! 
took charge of the Christian Non-Sectarian 
Church at Lindell and Vandeventer 
nues. We now have a congregation of 500 
active members, including the congregation 
at the hail. On the first of the year we 
will start a Sunday-school at the church, 
commencing with 150 members. 

I believe our rapid progress is due to 
the fact that we preach a sotind ethical 
docfrine and not creed, We do not ask a 
person, “How have you been baptised?’

The student does not receive the entire 
. text of a course at one time. but tn short 
connected installments.

With the first installment of the text the 
student receives the phonograph with its 
attachments and a supply of wax cylin- 
ders.

For the student they 
take the place of teacher, only they never 
become weary or impatient from overwork, 
nor when the student blunders do they grow 
sarcastic and angry. 

They contain the first portion of the 
printed lesson, usually a list of 
words, and many sentences in which these 
words occur. Following these sentences in 
the instruction paper are other sentences 
not recorded on the cylinders. They, too, 
contain the words that are on the cylin- 
der, and are intended for practice without 
the direct help of the instrument. 

When he believes he has mastered the 
new sentences he repeats them into his 
phonograph, given him for the purpose, and 
sends them to his instructor. These rec- 
ords show exactly how he is doing his 
work, whether he is acquiring ease, fluency, 
correct accent, good articulation, distinct 
utterance and other qualities of import- 
ance. These are carefully examined by 
hig instructor, who sends him a criticism 
of his work with an estimate of its per- 
centage value, and suggestions for future 
improvement.

OHN 8. TROWBRIDGE, director of the 
Jefferson laboratory at Harvard, and 
one of the best physicists in the coun- 

try, thinks it {fs an open question whether 


Marconi’s message across the Atlantic was 
transmitted through the air or through the 
earth. 

Prof. Trowbridge has been working on the 


question of wireless telegraphy for some. 


time, and has irfinite faith that the un- 
dertaking will be a success. “It is bound 
to cypme sooner or later,”’ he says. “and if 
Marconi! says that he has received a mes- 
Sage across the Atlantic without the use of 
wires I accept his statement without hest- 
tation. Marconi is a clever man. and has 
always been successful with his exper'i- 
ments. He, if anyone. wil! succeed.” 

The reasons for Prof. Trowbridge’s doubt 
as to whether Marconi’'s message came 
through earth or air are based upon his 
own experiments and upon the : spherical! 
shape of the earth. He argues that between 
St. John’s and Cornwall the curve itn the 
earth's surface would be many times deep- 
er than the height of the pole from which 
the messages were sent, so that air-waves 
sent from the transmitter would pass far 
over the receiver, striking off in tangents 
from the surface of the earth. 

In other words, the earth itself would In- 
_tervene as a direct obstacle to waves pass- 
ing between transmitter and receiver. And 
the question is: Did not the waves pass 
through this obstacle before they reached 
the object for which they were intended? 
Prof. Trowbridge thinks they did. 

A second reason for thinking that the 
earth instead of the air is the medium of 
wireless telegraphy is based upon the prin- 
ciples which govern the strength of the ma- 
chines used in sending the messages. In 
his experiments Prof. Trowbridge has 
transmitted a mersage for a distance 
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mile without having his poles connected fn 
any way with tlhe earth. But beyond that 
distance he has found that connection with 
the earth Is absolutely necessary. 

The reason for this, he says, is that the 
earth acts in the place of the metallic un- 
der parts of the machine which in a large 


measure determine its strength. and he ts| 


of the opinion that Marconi, in sending his 
message, ts indebted more to the ground 
under him than to the air over his head. 

Prof. Trowbridge has for some time been 
in communication with his home, a dis- 
tance of about a mile from the laboratory, 
by means of wireless instruments. These 
instruments have been connected with the 
ground by means of ordinary lead pipes 
passing -through the buildings, and have 
given perfect satisfaction along every line. 
The plan, is almost fdentica] with that 
used by Marconk 
that whereas that inventor thinks he is 
utilizing the air, Trowbridge is almost cer- 
tain that he ts using the earth as his chief 
instrument. 

Prof. Trowbridge has many arguments 
which he sets forth to show that the earth 
is the natural medium for wireless commu- 
nication. Chiefly, and above everything 
else, he gays, it {ig much more accessible 
than the alr—more easy to experiment upon 
and to use In case those experiments prove 
a success. The idea of establishing stations 
at stupendous heights in the air presents, 
he argues, a difficult question, and even if 
the alr can be used in the sending of wire- 
less messages this difficulty will prove 8 
decided barrier to complete success, On the 
other hand, tf experimenters will only turn 
thelr attention to the more common and 
plausible medium they will have something 
which they can make use of with the great- 
est convenience, and which will aid them, 
as it were, by its proximity and accessi- 
bility. 


THE BUFFALO 


A TRAGEDY ortte AMERICAN PLAINS 


NE of! the most important bills to 

() come before Congress during the 
preserit session is the measure de- 

signed for the protection of the buffalo. 

There are ‘but few wild buffaloes left, 
when but 20 years ago their hides were so 
plentiful that they sold in New York in 
quantities to makers of robes at a little 
less than $2 apiece. No animal was ever 
mowed down to a point of extermination 
in so short a time. Fifty years ago they 
herds more 
numerous and thicker than cattle on the 
ranches of Texas today. When the first 
trains west of the Mississippi crossed the 
plains it was a common occurrence to have 
to stop for an hour to let a herd cross the 
track. It was one of the advertised at- 
tractions of the routes that buffalo hunting 
could be had from car windows. 

The stupidity of the animal and indiffer- 
ence to man and his machines are the 
chief causes of his destruction. Had he 
been like the antelope or a wilder beast, 
either fearful or fleet of foot, or ferocious, 
or had he haunted the rugged countries 
instead of the open plains, the buffalo bill 
would not be necessary today, 

The American bison was first seen by 
civilized Kuropeans, if Cortez and his blood- 
thirsty horde of plunder seekers can be s0 
characterized, when Morntezuma’s capital 


was reached by the Spaniards. Montezuma 
had a well-appointed menagerie, and in it 
was a buffalo. 

The destruction of his literature by the 
Spaniards deprives us of the buffalo’s early 
history. But his haunts were never as 
far south as that,section of Mexico. He 
ranged from almost tidewater on the At- 
lantic to the Sierras on the west, and from 
the Great Slave Lake to the Rio Grande. 

Nature provided those that lived in the 
south with thinner and ghorter hair, and 
had thickened the hide of those towards 
Canada. They were powerful creatures, the 
monsters among them measuring eight feet 
at the shoulders and about 12 from nose to 
tip of tail. 

They were a‘ sturdy stock, and ranchmen 
used to capture them and cross them with 
cattle for strength and hardiness, But by 
a combination of unfortunate circumstances 
in captivity they are destined to go down 
to posterity shorn of honor by a stunted 
and undeveloped form, and therefore but 
half appreciated. 

The cow in the Central Park menagerie 
is an example. She is a full adult, but she 
is short-bodied and small, and her muscles, 
instead of standing out like those of her 
kind tn the wilds, are soft and flabby. Those 
which are allowed to roam Yellowstone 
Park are the best specimens extant, 
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*¢ THE CAMORRA 
AN AddAddIN BAND OF ITALY 


HE Camorra, that dreaded scourge of 
Neapolitan 1Lff has come into re- 
newed prominence through its activ- 

ity at the last elections, and all Italy is 
shuddering in anticipation of new develop- 
ments in the history of this band of crim- 
inals. 

For years Italian statesmen have been 
trying to stamp out utterly the Camorra 
and the other murder societies which are so 
abominable a feature of Italian life. The 
society nearly won at the elections because 
the Italian authorities had allowed them- 
selves to be lulled into the belief that they 
had altogether overthrown the power of 
the Camorra. 

The attempt nearly failed because the 
people had become thoroughly terrorized by 
the Camorra and would rather pay black- 
mail than run the risk of assassination. 
The voters believed, too, that Camorra of- 
ficialg were in charge of the polling booths 
and that, despite the presence of the sol- 
diers and police, they would take steps to 
inform themselves of the identity of every 
vote cast. They believed, in fact, that 
there would be nothing secret about the 
elections, and many preferred not to antag- 
onize the Camorra by voting against an or- 
ganization which had shown its ability to 
wreak go terrible a vengeance. 

Feudal times, say these Italians, once 
reurned to Naples and Rome, and bands 
of armed retainers roamed the streets, as in 
the olden times. Rich and prominent men 
frequently paid blackmail to the Camorra 
until they faced ruin from the extortion 
practiced upon them. Complaints were met 
with threats of death, and at last one of 
theee men, seeing that in any case death 
must be his lot if he rematneddn his bond- 
age, determined to make a firm stand for 
his personal Mberty. Gathering together 
the remaing of his forune, he expended a 
part in the rapid fortification of his house 
and in the hire of a number of daring men 
from a@ distant part of the country. These 
men, all of whom hated and feared the 
Camorra, he armed with the best weapons 
available, and then sent his defiance to the 
Camorra. of 

The main council of the Camorra met, 
considered the case of the recalcitrant mer- 
chant, and, without wasting much time on 
the matter, sentenced him to death for his 
disobedience and detailed six men to see 
that the sentence of death was carried 
out. 

Meanwhile the threatened merohant had 
Organized a little private Camorra of his 
own, and one of his spies was present at 
the meeting at which the death sentence 
Was pronounceil. Ne returned to his mas- 
ter with the names of the six men de- 
tailed for the execution, and the next morn- 
ing feur of the wotld-be assassins were 
foundidead. The other two were killed 
the next night. 

This was the first rea) blow of retaliation 


that had ever been dealt to the Camorra. 


Another meeting waa held and more men 
wére Getaiied to kill the rebeliious merchant. 
This ‘time the assas#ing were more cau- 


manifestly adept, precipitately retired to 
the country. The merchant never went out 
without an escort, and was so carefully 
guarded that he was able to pursue his 
business unmolested. The result of this 
was that his affairs again began to pros- 
per and his bank account to increase. With 
the money he added both to hls fortifica- 
tions and his private army until his de- 
fiance of the Camorra grew into an un- 
doubted success. 

Other merchants gained courage by his 
example, and themselves employed anti- 
Camorra guards until there were sodn six 
powerful merchants, each with his own 
army of retainers to defend him from the 
Camorra. 

Qne one occasion the six mechants join- 
ed*forces and attacked the Camorra in 
{ts stronghold. The local newspapers and 
the police, being dominated by ‘tthe Ca- 
morra, reported this affair as a mefe street 
riot, but Neapolitans say that it was a 
riot In which the Camorra lost ten of its 
ringleaders. 
wome of lis prestige of fear. Little shop- 
keepers who had formerly trembled before 
the Camorra’s collector now refused to 
pay. Several collectors were even killed. 

Then it was that the murderous associa- 
tion changed its tactics. It dismantled its 
headquarters. Its collectors no longer vis- 
ited the places which had [paid toll. Its 
leaders disappeared and it was announced 
that the association was beaten and had 
dissolved. All Naples rejoiced, but at the 
Frame time doubted that the Camorra was 
really gone. 

For nearly six months there was peace 
and men had begun almost to forget the 
Camorra. The little a of retainers 
had nearly vanished. Onl¥ dne man, the 
originator of the system, kept up his guard, 
and all Naples laughed at him for his 
fears. He, however, had catried on his 
breast for two weeks the deep black print 
of hie own left-hand suspenter buciile. 
which had unexpectedly caught and stopped 
the point of a stiletto wielded by a trusted 
business visitor who had passed the guards. 
The merchant remembered this experience, 
as well as the Camorra. He did not like 
to be laughed at, but he did not like to 
be stabbed in the back either, and so he 
not only retained his guards, but even add- 
ed to his fortifications. 

Suddenly the Camorra struck. In one 
night two of the men who had 
with their armed retainers were. killed. 
Four small shopkeepers who had resisted 
the Camorra disappeared utterly. Another 
died miserably of poison. Several men who 
had counseled the non-payment of the Ca- 
morra’s toll were warned to leave Naples 
in six hours or pay the penalty of refusal. 
They went. 

The outrages struck terror into the very 
heart of Naples. Men deserted the city 
rather than stay to face the vengeance 
which they felt sure would fall on them 
for rashiy given epinions. The men who 
had once maintained guards feared to take 
the step again because they had been warn- 
ed that they were watched and that such 
an attempt would bring death. At one 
stroke the Camorra regained its prestige of

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| TROUBLE AND EXPEN -o 
MAKING BILLIARD B 


HW persons who wield a billiard cue 
are aware of the time, trouble and 

expense of making the ivory spheres. 
The billiard ball in its natural state ts the 
Principal means of defense for an elephant. 
In time the elephant falls a victim to the 
venturesgome hunter and he parts with his 
tusks, which are the most va'uable of all 
his possessions to commerce. Most of the 
tusks find their way to London, which ‘Is 
the greatest sales mart for ivory. 


in the window of one of the large manu- 
factories of billiard balls in New York lies 
a tusk about two feet long. It was pur- 
chased some years ago, and while being 
sawed in two the saw came in contact with 
an obstruction. It proved to be a rifle bullet 
which had penetrated the elephant’s tusk 
when quite young, for the whale inside had 
a decayed appearance. 


There are different kinds of ivory, and 
only the finer kinds are suitable for miak- 
ing billiard halls. The best comes from the 
small tusk®. which are from four to six 
inches in diameter at the thick’st end. They 
are sawed into blocks, each section being 
large enough to allow of the turning of’a 
single ball. 


The factorie: devoted to the b Il ard Lal! ‘n- 
dustry in this country usually receive the 
ivory tn this shape, the sections bheing 
marked so that the turners know from what 
part of the tusk each piece comes, and in 
this way can calculate as to its grain and 
quality. It takes a long time to produce a 
perfect billiard ball, and only skilled labor 
is employed. 


The exact center of the ball is first dis- 
covered by means of measurement. The 
block is then placed in a socket, and one- 
half of the ball ia turned By an instrument 
made of the finest and sharpest edged steel.

He is a Croatian by birth, and has 
been a priest 14 years. For his political be- 
liefe he was éxiled from Austria and ex- 
communicated by the Pope. 

He came to America, made peace with the 
Vatican, was restored to the priesthood and 
began to labor among his fellow country- 
men, eventually moving to the West afd 
establishing a church in Kansas City, Kan., 
where. a colony of about 100 Croatians 
work in the packing houses. . 

Politeéo is a man of brilliant intellect, 


, vivid, artistic and gifted in many ways. 
- He was the friend of such men as Crispi, 


Ferri, D’'Amicis, Gabriel @Annunzilo and 


, Sienkiewicz, the author of “Quo,Vadis,”” He 


is a linguist, and speaks four Slavonic dia-

He is a poet and.e- musician, and is now 
engaged in writing an historical romance 
of the Slave of the thirteenth century 
when their country was ruled by the By- 
‘gantine emperors. 

Politeo is 87 years of age. In appearance 
‘he is an ascetic, and apparently the last 
‘man to ruin his life for love. But hie life

scientific scrutiny. The astronomers have watched it grow until many of them 
are accepting the theory of William Herschel, who read before the Royal Astro- 
nomical Society) at London in 1811 a paper expressing his belief that the nebulae 
of the heavens, self-luminous, filmy, cloud-like and vaporous, often condense until 
the resulting mass has the consistency of a solid body and becomes a star. 


HE new star in Nova Perseus has 
faded now until it is but a shadow of 
its former self, though it may still 

be seen through a amall opera glass. 

The mysterious star has been thoroughly 
photographed. Late in August Prof. Max 
Wolf of Heffelberg, obtained photographs 
showing a faint nebulous mist clinging 
around Nova Persel, like the folds of a 
gauze veil. ' 

While the new star was at its best the 
two-foot reflector at the Yerkes Observa- 
tory waa finished and turned in the direc- 
tion of Nova Perseil. By its means Prof. ‘ 
W. Ritchey was enabled to take a photo- 
graph of the new star on Sept. 2, with 
three| hours and 80 minutcs’ exposure, 


was entirely surrounded by a great nebula 
or cloud of gaseous matter, 13 degrees in 
diameter (nearly one-half the angular di- 
ameter of the fw] moon). The nebula ‘was 
of very complex \orm, sharply defiried, and 
resembling in appearance an irregular ring 
or spiral. 

On Nov. 8 Prof. Ritchey secured a sec- 
ond photograph of this object, but only 
of one hour and 30 minutes’ exposure, ow- 
ing to the intervention of clouds. The 
photograph was immediately developed 
and examined, revealing wondrous changes 
which had taken placé during the brief in- 
terval of a few weeks. These changes

WO OF THE three operations of sewing wounds in the human heart record- 
ed in the annals of American surgery were performed within the year 1901 
by Dr. H. L. Nietert, superintendent of the St. Louis City Hospital. 


The first patient died 36 hours after the operation. 
The second is still in the City Hospital but will be discharged this week, fully 


recc vered. 
He is the first person in the United 


States to survive this operation, said by 


surfeons to be the most delicate known to their profession, and the ninth in the 


whole history of surgery. 


Only 24 operations of this character ever have been performed and nearly all 
of those who have undertaken it have been the world’s most distinguishd sur- 


weons.

HE first patient upon whom Dr. Niet- 
ert operated was Phillip Gunn, who 


was stabbed [In a quarrel on the 


night.of,April.20, 1901. Gunn .was’taken to 
the City Hospital two hours after the acci- 
dent and was unconscious tpon his arrival. 

Boon as the clotted blood was removed 
from about his heart he regained consclous- 
ness, which he retained until his death. 

Dr. Nietert expresses the belief that Gunn 
might have recovered if his kidneys had 
not been abnorma!. 

The second and successful case treated by 
Dr. Nietert was that of Eli Daniels, who 
was stabbed in the heart in a fight on a 
steamboat near Chester, Ill., Oct. 17. 


Déiniels is possessed of remarkable vi- 
tality, this being indicateti by the fact that 
he did not.receive medica!) treatment until 
nearly 48 hours had elapsed after he was 
wounded. In that time he arrived in St. 
Loulé; He was sent to the City Hospital. 

Dr.‘ Nietert immediately decided to lay 
bare the heart and suture the wound. An 
incision over two inches in diameter was 
made and a wound an inch long in the peri- 
eardium was revealed. This was enlarged 
to twoinches, disclosing a small wound 
in the heart wall. 

The héart was held by a forceps and the 
stitehes were taken between the beatg re- 
quiring great patience and steadiness of 
nerves. 

The pericardium was then 
Yileaving a &Bmall drain. 

Withia a week the wound in the heart 
was chealed but infection of the lung re- 
tarded thre recovery of the patient and 
has kept him in the hospital when he 
might otherwise have been discharged. 

Dr. Nietert says Daniel's heart is as 
sound as ever now and that he will not 
have any more trouble with it.

pounds, He was in an unconscious condi- 
tion, and all information had to be obtained 
from an officer who accompanied him. 
According to the officer’e statement; *the 
patient. during an altereation with another 
men, had been stabbed in the chest with a 


knife. It was algo learned that, after tho 
injury, the patient ran.}00 feet, when he fell 
exhausted’ and unconsclous. After the in- 
fiiction of the wound, and up to the time of 
admission, friends of the patient made re- 
peated attempts at reviving him, and, fail- 
ing in this, had him forwarded to the hos- 
pital. 

General inspection showed the skin and 
lips very pale, breathing shallow but regu- 
lar, and the patient lay quietly and sense- 
less on the operating tdble. A knife wound 
was noticed three-quarters of an inch In 
length and situated at a point correspond- 
ing to the fifth intercostal space on the 
right border of the sternum. 

Wound was filled with small clots of 
blood, and the bleéding from it amounted 
to about as much as one would expect from 
a smal!) superficial skin wound, and. did not 
impress one as being connected in any way 
with the heart. 

The physical examination, however, re- 
vealed the true nature and depth of the 
wound, and that an internal hemorrhage 
was taking place. The pulse was imper- 
ceptible. No apex beat could be found. Ex- 
amination of the femora) arteries elicited a 
slight pulsation of those vessels. A feeble 
pulsation could also be detecied in the caro- 
tids. 

An Immediate operation was decided upon, 


and after the usual” préparations a~semiil- 


circular Incision was made In the skin over 
the sternum, with the base of the flap to- 


ward thse teft side. The cut was made 
through the stab wound and laid bare the 
bony Wall to the extent of about three in- 
ches in:diameter. The patient’ befng un- 
conscious no anesthetic was necessary. On 
raising the lap iw was found that the knife 
had penetrated between the fifthand sixth 
ribs, immediately to the right edge of the 
sternum. It. was decided to follow the re- 
commendation of B. Giordano In his surg- 
ery (La Chirurgie del pericardie e. del Cu- 
ore), where he advises, first, to follow the 
canal of .the wound to pericardium and 
heart rather than make an osteoplastic 
flap, us it might be sufficient to stop hem- 
orrhage through a small opening in this 
way. The cartilages of the fifth and sixth 
ribs on the right side were severed near 
the sternum, then by means of the rongeur 
a sufficient portion of the sternum was 
removed to bring the cut in pericardium 
plainly into view. A cut three-fourths inches 
in length was found in pericardium, from 
which very little blood flowed, as a large 
clot was lying immediately behind, pre- 
venting the escape of any liquid blood. 
With the finger introduced into the peri- 
cardium I could fee) the cut in the heart. 
In order to be able to approach this wound 
it was thought necessary to enlarge the 
opening in the sternum, which was done so 
that it measured two inches in diameter, 
the pleura being left intact. The edges of 
the cut in pericardium were then seized 
with forceps and the wound enlarged, mak- 


ing it.two inches ine length. That a high 
pressure existed mm pericardium was shown 

by the fact tha€ thé blood spurted from 
the . cut, carrying with it large coagula. 
The heart, which Had'hitherto acted feebly, 
was now becoming: more forcible and began 
to press the blood clots! forward. 

It was noticed that.the thickest layer 
of coagulated blood was found: against the 
posterior surface ofthe heart and was re- 
moved partly by means of the finger hooked 
around the heart and partly by a stream of 
physiological salt sglution poured into the 
sac, After removal of all the clots the heart 
beat was 100 pér minute, regular and 
forcible.

ail this time was controlled by pressing 


the tip of the finger into the cut. Before 
suturing the edges of the wound the bleed- 
ing was carefully observed and it was no- 
ticed that it occurred mostly during dias- 
tole and almost ceased during systole. The 
wound in the heart measured one-half Inch 
in length, thé line of the cut running par- 
allel to the longest diameter of the heart 
and being situated in the center of the wall

fectly rational matiner. He discyssed the 


injury ard, on inquiry, stated that he felt 
no pain, nor was any perceptible shock no- 
ticed while the heart was being manipulat- 
ed. , 
The pericardium was partly closed and a. 
small drain of plain gauze was intro- 
duced. The flap of skin was stitched back . 
with the exception of a smal! opening for 
drain. 

Immediately after the operation the pa- 
tient’s temperature was 98, pulse 110 and 
respiration 30. At 6 o’clock the next morn- 
ing his temperature was 98, pulse 120 and 
respiration 30. 

He was resting fairly well. He was most 
comfortable with chest elevated to sitting. 
posture. During the entire course of treat- 
ment,, patient was regularly stimulated 
with whisky.and strychnine. Hypedarmic 
injections of physiological salt solution. 
were administered every three hours.

The physicians in charge say they desire 
to go back to first principles, and give 
their patients as much outdoor life as pos- 


‘| sible, 


All the cottages are alike in architecture, 
and the south wall always is the one that 
is never bullt. The southern exposure, 
while giving the occupant of the house full 
benefit of the outdoor temperature and of 
the sun, protects him from driving rains, 
which rarely come from that direotion, and 
from snowstorms. 

The proprietors announce that next 
spring .they will bulld a high board fence 
around two acres of land, and that many 
of their patients will spend most of their 
time in there, naked. 

This ie qa feature of the sun bath treat- 
ment never before attempted, but it is ex- 
pected to add to the beneficial results that 
have been achieved through the three-wall 
houses, 

in addition to the cottages, the sanita- 
rium is composed of an old mansion which 
has been remodeled to sult the work the 
institution ie doing. Every room in it has 
@ southern exposure which is never closed. 
This building is used by the women pa- 
tients. 

Often the bedclothes are dampened with 
dew or rain, but the patients do not feel 
any inconvenience from it. If they have 
time to dry the coverings before they are 
needed again, this is done. If not, they are 
used anyway. 

In a New England climate, rains are oft- 
en followed by sudden drops in the temper- 
ature to the freezing point or lower. Some- 
times the bedclothing is frozen stiff on 
these occasions, but no one in the sanita- 
rium has suffered from this experience, ac- 
cording to the testimony of the doctors. 

When a patient enters the institution he 
is, of course, not subjected to these appar- 
ently rigorous experiences immediately. He 
is. gradually prepared for them, and, by

ONSUMPTIVE patients at a new sanitarium in Plymouth County, Massa- 
chusetts, near Boston, live in one-room cottages which have only three 


The place where the fourth wall should be {is left open to give the patients 
plenty of fresh air and to supply the facilities for the sun bath which is one of the 
essential features of the treatment administered there. 

The sanitarium has been in operation less than a year, but it is filled with 
patients who say the treatment has benefited them. 

The proprietors of the institution believe that fresh air—the more the better— 
and sunshine are more beneficial to tubercular patients than all' the medicine that 


the tight house, with its overheated and 


poorly ventilated rooms and that tuberculosis is one of the consequences of it. 


this treatment say they will never again 
live in a house that has not enough open- 
ings to keep the building at the outdoor 
temperature, except in extremely cold 
weather, when artificial warmth is neces- 
sary. 

The treatment does not contemplate that 
the patients shall suffer from cold, and, 
when the temperature drops too low for 
their comfort, they may have fires in their 
stoves. 

A ecreen is suspended before each of the 
cottages, and the windows of the main 
building, but it is not pulled down except 
to keep out a driving rain. It is made 80 
that, while it prevents the entry of rain, 
it does not interfere with the circulation 
of air or raise the temperature in the 
house. 

The cottages are 12 feet square. An iron 
bedstead, a grate, bureau, washstand, 
wardrobe and library are its furnishings. 

There are windows in the walls of the 
rooma, insuring plenty of light. 

Bach cottage is separatd from every oth- 
er, isolation being a requirement of the 
treatment. The paticnts are allowed to as- 
sociate on the campus of the institution, 
but they cannot go to each other's room. 
This arrangement is made upon the theory 
that consumption is not contagious, but 
that it is infectious, and that infection may 
come through interchange of visits to 
quartera 

Carpets are barred from the grounds, no 
room in the entire collection of bulidings 
having one on its floors. They are held 
to be great germ collectors. 

The grounds are equipped with games, 
and the patients are encouraged to take ex- 
ercise. They are also required to keep 
their rooms clean, and expectoration on the 
grounds is forbidden ujider heavy penalty. 
The patients also must not spit on their 
handkerchiefs, and each is supplied with a 
pocket cuspidor. 

The result of the sun bath makes itself 
epparent quickly on the new patient. His 
whole body ts tanned and brown. He lies 
from 1 o'clock in the afternoon until 4 in 
the sun, his bed being placed in front of 
his cottage. He is naked during this treat- 
ment and he allows the sun to beat down 
on all portions of his body. 

This treatment inures the patient to cold 
alr and makes him immune to draughts. 
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tions of the body at once. The temperature 
is regulated by the operator according to 
the ability of the patient to stand it. 

When the needle bath is turned off a 
stream of water an.inch in diameter tia 
thrown with great force upon the patient. 
Several experiences with the big hose are 
necessary to reconcile the patients to it. 
Then the patient is rubbed down until his 
whole body is red, after which he dresses 
and walks about the campus, fearless of 
draughts and pneumonia. 

The food administered at the Institution 
conforms‘ to the ordinary rules of dietetics. 
It is always adjusted to the national preju- 
dices of the patients. A large amount of 
nitrogenous food is used, milk, buter and 
eggs being dispensed lavishly. 

“We give them all they want,” sald the 
superintendent. “It fs one of the rules that 
the patient shall have everything he wants 
within reason. We find what the patient 
has an apptite for and we always endeavor 
to get it for him. We continue to give it 
to him as long as he relishes it, provided, 
of course, it agrees with him. 

“We use very little medicine. If a pa- 
tient should take medicine and be bene- 
fited under our treatment, he would ve sure 
to attribute his improvement to the medi- 
cine and would not continue his treatment 
upon his return to his home. When we 
can get along without medicine we do it. 
The sleeping hours of the patients is regu- 
lated by their necessities.’’ 

The patients are fed often, eating being 
regarded as an essential to successful 
treatment. They are given three regular 
meais and three lunches, the lunches con- 
sisting of milk and bread, or some espeocial- 
ly prepared food. All are expected to eat 
all they desire, and that they may do this, 
the food is placed before them so that they 
may help themselves. 

“It is now nearly two years,” said the 
physician in charge, “since I was called to 
see a young man whose family. history 
was remarkable. His father, brother, 
grandfather agd two aunte died of chronic 
phthisis. He was suffering from cough 
and dispepsia, and had a temperature of 
nearly 101. The ordinary remedies were ap- 
plied, and he continued to lose fiesh I 
took him to two specialists in Boston, and 
they said my patient undoubtedly had tu- 
berculosis. 

“At that time I read a paper by a Bos- 
ton physician, and he spoke of the benefits 
derived when he compelled his patients to 
remain out late in the evening in reclining 
chaira. 1 then urged my patient to sleep 
out of doors. For nine months he siept in 
the open air, except on stormy nights, and 
it was surprising to note the change in 
him. At the end of a month his tempera- 
ture was normal. In four mon.as he had 
gained 22 pounds, and the only medicine I 
gave was a little tincture of nux vomica. 
He has been perfectly well since, and tips 
the scale at 147 pounds, The man has 
worked In a shoe factory nine hours a day 
since his treatment began. 

“As an experiment, I have slept in a roof 
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
